Flagrant Violations of U. S. 
Neutrality is Reported 
from Philippines. 
INVADED AMERICAN

British Warcraft in High-

Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—Viola- 
tion of American neutrality by a Brit- 
ish torpedo boat which held up and ex- 
amined 
the Philippine steamer 
Cebu 
within 
the 
territorial waters of the 
Philippines was reported to the w a r 
department today by Governor General 
Harrison. 


The dispatch was immediately trans- 
mitted 
to the state department 
and. 
•will be made the subject of a vigorous 
protest to Great Britain. 


Offense Was Flagrant. 


The incident occurred yesterday one 
mile and a half 
off Caraban 
island. 
According to the report of the steam- 
er's master. Lieutenant 
Bailes, 
com- 
manding. H. iVI. S. destroyer No. 2. 
boarded the Cebu, made inquiries about 
her passengers and took both the ship's 
manifest and ber passenger list. 
Ap- 
parently the officer was searching for 
a 
man 
named 
Bady, who 
was 
not 
found. 


On releasing the Cebu, the lieutenant 
m a d e this note on her log: 
"Boarded 
Bt 3:50 a. m. 9-11-16 examined 
and 
passed." 


More Than One Complaint. 


There has been more than one com- 
plaint about the activity of the British 
vessel 
around 
the 
Philippines 
and 
while Governor General Harrison's re- 
port furnishes the basis for a specific 
protest, it is probable that Great Brit- 
ain will be called upon to restrict the 
operations of her patrolling squadron 
generally in and near the 
territorial 
waters of the islands. 


In order that there might be no mis- 
take ahout where the Cebu was at the 
time she was held up. her exact posi- 
tion was given by the master as fol- 
lows: 
Latitude 14 degrees, 16 minutes; 
longitude 120 degrees, 35 minutes, or 
one and a half miles from 
Caradao 
Island.

Plunges Into Two Crowded

TWO ARE KILLED 


AND MANY INJURED 
Gets Away from a "Crreen" 
Motorman Employed 
During Strike. 


New York, Sept. 12.—The first seri- 
ous accident of 
the 
street 
railway 
strike in this city occurred early to- 
day when a trolley car of the Union 
Railway company in the Bronx, operat- 
ed by a "green" motorman, got beyond 
control on a steep grrade and, jumping 
the track at a curve, crashed into two 
jitney buses, killing two persons 
and 
severely injuring tWrteen others. Four 
of the injured may die. 
The car crew 
was arrested pending investigation. 


After a night of intermittent rioting, 
motormen on the Sixth and Ninth ave- 
nue elevated roads reported to the po- 
lice that they had been 
fired on by 
strikers from roof tops. 
Third Avenue 
elevated 
trains 
were repeatedly 
bom- 
barded 
with 
bricks and 
stones 
from 
buildings. 
One passenger, 
a 
woman, 
was struck on the head and seriously 
injured. 
Five arrests were made.

The heavy attacks made by th® 
Anglo-French forces which n®t- 
t®d th®m important gains along 
th® Somme front 
in 
northern 
Franc® last we®k, have be®n sus- 
pended, th® allies being appar- 
ently contented, for the present 
at least, with holding the ground 
won against G®rman counter at- 
tacks. 
No 
important 
infantry 
operations are chronicled today. 


In Macedonia th® 
Bulgarians 
ar® reported to have ®vacuat®d 
th® forts at Kavala which they 
occupied last month when they 
pushed their left flank forward 
to the Aegan coast. 
Guns of al- 
lied warships now dominate Ka- 
vala, rendering the forts useless 
to the Bulgarians, who are said 
to have turned them over to the 
Greeks. 


London dispatches indicate a 
growing belief that Greece may 
shortly be found actively on the 
side of the entente allies in the 
Balkan 
campaign. 
Should 
she 
enter the war, however, she will 
do so, 
it is saic\ without 
the 
guarantees of territorial advan- 
tages offered her in th® past. 


R®ports from the Macedonian 
front today point more strongly 
than ever to the probability that 
the present thrust of the entente 
forces may be the long expected 
general offensive movement from 
this base. 
Of the armies of five 
nations assembled on this front, 
reported from reliable sources to 
number 600,000 men, the British 
and French are known to be ex- 
erting heavy pressure, the Brit- 
ish along the Struma front north- 
east of Salonikl and th® French 
northward along th® Vardar on 
th® Serbian border. 


Paris, Sept. 
12.—French 
troops 
on 
the Macedonian front, taking the offen- 
sive against the Bulgarians, have cap- 
tured all the positions of their oppon- 
ents on a front of two miles to a depth 
of about 800 yards, it was announced 
oflicially today. 


The Petit Parisien says it learns from 
a semi-official source that the 
Bulga- 
rians have evacuated all the forts at 
the Greek seaport of Kavalp. which they 
occupied 
last 
month. 
The 
forts 
are 
said to have been handed over to the 
Greeks. 
They were of no military value 
to the Bulgarians after the arrival of 
warships of 
the entente allies, whose 
guns now dominate Kavala.

In an earnest endeavor to give Fort 
Wayne a jitney ordinance which will 
weather the storm of opposition from 
the several factions, the council body, 
Tuesday rligrht, will stake all faith in 
the principles of Burbank.

in place of the less salient features of 
another; they will try to blend and 
combine the jitney ordinance presented 
by ten councilmen with the code drawn 
up by the Federation of Labor so that 
the best fruits can be gathered from 
both by thè public and jitney drivers. 


The jitney ordinance will be tlver big 
Question bèfore the council at the reg- 
ular session as it has been the big 
question for many weeks. 
The thir- 
teen councilmen present Monday night 
when the body met as a committee of 
the whole, were unable to reach any 
decision on the code to be adopted, 
but hgpe to actually frame a traffic 
law, d^uesday night. 


The annexation question will be the 
other topic of the regular session. 
Ar- 
gument as to the advisability of taking 
In the rolling mill district, west of the 
Nicked Plate railroad tracks, 
which 
was the subject of 
long discussion 
Monday night, will be the matter con- 
sidered well before the report of the 
annexation committee is accepted. 
It 
Is expected, however, that the report 
of the four men will be adopted and all 
of the rolling mill section made a part 
of greater Fort Wayne. 


City Attorney Guy Colerick is to 
consult with a representative of one

have been driving the taxis. 
Yet in 
ninety rases out of a hundred I do not 
suppose an injured person could get 
more flian a fovv dollars for an injury 
due tn rarelpssncss."

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Looking at the Maine Result 


• 
T^or weeks it has been a foregone conclusion that regârdlêss of 
what happened at the state election in Maine this week, the winners 
of that contest would gleefully point to the majority as an unerring 
indication of what is going to happen nationally in November. 
By 
the same token it was equally certain that the party which lost would 
have no difficulty in deducing the conclusion that it didn't signify, 
and that the state issues on which the contest was waged could have 
no possible relation to the larger affair at the polls now less than 
two months distant. That is precisely the situation which now fol- 
lows the count of the ballots in the Pine Tree state, yet the majority is 
relatively so small that it can scarcely afford substantial satisfaction 


• to the victors or occasion especial discouragement to the losers. 


On the basis of incomplete but apparently trustworthy returns, 
the republicans have carried Maine by a plurality of somé 13,000 
votes> electing the governor, two United States senators, four repre- 
sentatives in congress and candidates on their state ticket. The re- 
sult is, of course, amply decisive so far as it relates to the affairs of 
Maine itself, but before one accepts it in a barometric way as in- 
dicative of the national result in November, it must be considered in 
connection with Maine's previous performances. Going back sixteen 
years, Maine in 1900 gave a republican presidential majority of 28,613. 
Four years later it swelled this total to 36,807, In 1908 the repub- 
licans carricd tlie state by 31,584, while four j^ears ago it gave the 
republican nominee for governor a plurality of 3,295, and two months 
later, in November, gave the state to Wilson by 2,620. 


Nowhere among well-informed political leaders, we think, was 
there serious expectation that Maine would return a democratic plur- 
ality at the September elections this year. The state is normally as 
safely republican as Texas is democratic, but in their fight to keep 
down the republican lead the democratic chieftains asserted that any 
republican plurality below 15,000 to 20^000 in Maine at this time 
would amount, in^oint of fact, to substantial democratic gain. Four 
years ago in Maine there was a progressive vote of 48,493, and the 
present result indicates that while many of these have'returned to 
their former republican allegiance in state affairs, the band-wagon 
movement has by no means been unanimous. Nor is it established 
that the result makes certain Maine's decision in November, as wit- 
ness the state's performance four years ago, when in November it 
squarely reversed its September vote, Maine as a barometer is not 
infallible. 
It is merely interesting. 
Any jubilation on the part of 
the republican leaders that can be extracted from Monday's result 
in Maine must, in the light of the figures, be of rather subdued char- 
acter.

STATE ADMINISTRATION OF ROADS 


The collapse of the central span of the world's most gigantic 
bridge as it was being hoisted into place at Quebec, with the attend- 
ant loss of half a score of lives, indicates that modern engineering, 
with all its progress and all its skill, is not infallible. In the work- 
ing of its wonders it occasionally over-reaches itself to the extent of 
miscalculation or failure to observe sufficient precaution.

customed to think of the ruby, the 
sapphire, the oriental emerald, the 
oriental topaz, the oriental amethysrt. the 
oriental agate and the aqua-i arine as all 
belonging to the corundum family. Nev- 
ertheless. such is the fact, and these gems 
B-re exceedingly hard, some of them rank- 
ing next to the diamond. 


The ruby Is sometimes called the red 
sapphire and Is the most important mem- 
ber of this group. 
When the stone is 
clear and the size more than one carat In 
weight, the gem is more valuable than the 
diamond. 
Pigeon-blood rubies are very 
valuable and tlie exact color of pure red 
blood. 


Imperfection in the form of milky sifots 
and cracks render many of them defec- 
tive. One of the principal ruby mines of 
the world is In Burma, and some of th® 
finest 
pigeon-blood 
rubles 
com® from 
there. The process of finding them Is ex- 
tremely expensive. 
Often thousands and 
thousands of tons of soil have to be 
excavated and washed and examined la 
Order to locate a single stone. 


Imitations of these stones arej plentiful. 
Chips of rubies derived from the cuttings 
of other stones &re sometimes used to 
reconstruct a similar stone. 
These are 
called reconstructed rubles. Again, a syn- 
thetic ruby is one prepared by chemical 
processes. 
Alumnla Is the material of 
which rubles are made. 
A doublet Is a 
Btone, the top of which Is genuine and the 
lower part spurious arid the two welded 
together. 
Then, of course, ther® are ar- 
tificial and paste jewels. 
Rubles var>' m 
color from the slightest rosa to the deep- 
est crimson. 


The sapphire Is the blue corundum, and 
Its color la from light' blue thru the shade» 
and tones down to the darkest blue, which 
Is almost blaok. It Is the same in nard- 
Dess as the ruby, being blue rather than 
ted. This difference In color Is causea by 
very tiny quantities of some impurity be- 
ing present when the original process of 
crystallization took place. 


Th® color of th® beat one« is a soft, rich 
blue. Very choice, fiawleas sapphires ar® 
raro, but good stones of this variety are 
more plentiful than of th® ruby, conse- 
quently thoy are not as expensive. 


They are easily located, being found in 
sandy clay within a lew feet of the sur- 
face. 
Mines are not necessary, as pita 
enable the seeker to locate the gems. Slam 
yields the finest sapphires, giving about 
Jive-eighths of the world's supply. 
, Any one fortunate enough to possess 
B, rar® Jewel should see well to It that th® 
setting is firm at all times, for the hard- 
ness ot the gem Is greater than the hard- 
iness of the gold, consequently many a 
stone has worked its way out of It« 
Owner's possession and been lost.

It is merely a 
qtiestion of three yards of crep® de chiù« 
at a dollar a yard and a ball of twisted 
blue silk. 
I cut a kimono yoke pattern 
from the crepe de chine, with a square 
neck and short sleeves. 
Thru this I 
darned the blue silk to make half-inch 
blocks. 
Tbe stitches that came thru on 
the right side I made quite long and took 
up only a very tiny stitch on the wrong 
Bid®. Then I shirred the skirt portion to 
this yoke, making a casing at the Joinln« 
of the plain crepe de chine. I. also ran a 
hem in, each sleeve and a facing around 
the necic and thru the three casings ran 
blue ribbons. The whole nightgown only 
cost $3.50. and it will wear indefinitely. 
Of course, that's my best one. For every- 
day I wear something Uk« this. Just take 
two lengths of material, eew them up 
together within ten Inches of th® top. 
Then take the binding tape, which you 
can buy at the notion counter, or a bla» 
bit of colored batiste and bind the rest 
of the two strips of material at the top 
and turn up a hem in the bottom. 
Tie 
the straight edges at the top together 
with ribbons about five inches from each 
comer to hold the nightgown on the 
shouldara. It slips over the head and 1« 
quit© classic In line. When I make them 
of crep» or seersucker I don't 'have to Iron 
them, and they only cost about 60 cenU 
apiece."

A NEW SMOCK

T 
HIS time the smock is for a woe lit«» 
girl, and it isn't rcsaliy a smock at aU. 
but that Is what they call It. It really 
looks like a combing Jacket, and Is made 
in about the same manner. Briffht-colored 
cotton crepe ia used to make it. and tha 
pattern is simply an oblong about a yard 
and a quarter long. In the middle are cut 
two sUta. one going for about five or alx 
Inches across the shoulders and the other 
for the same distance up aud down tha 
front. 
The fronts are turned back In 
revers and the rest of the ncck lln® niiay 
be alighitly curved out. Then all edge« of 
tho wee garment axe basted back In a 
tiny hem, and over this hem Is don® a 
blanket stitch In some bright contrasting 
colored cotton of the mercerised variety. 


The sides of the smock are crocheted 
together from within a few Inches of the 
bottom to within four or five Inches of 
the top, thus leaving armholas and a bit 
of flare at the bottom. In each comer of 
the bottom of the panels and in the rever« 
queer square fioTivers in equally queer 
colors are embroidered.

Release of State Troops is 
About 10 Per Cent, of 
Total Strength. 


Washington, Sept. 1.—Nearly 15,000 
national 
guardsmen 
have 
been 
dis- 
charged by the war department for var- 
ious causes since the state troops were 
mustered into the federal service. 
A 
statement compiled today shows that on 
Aug. 31 last, 9,446 members of 
the 
guard had been discharged for physical 
disability, 4,919 because of dependent 
families, 146 to return to government 
civil positions and a number of other 
reasons. 


Of the four departments into which 
the guard organizations are divided, 2,- 
916 discharges were made in the south- 
ern, 341 in the western, 959 in the cen- 
tral and 10,.184 in the eastern. In mak- 
ing the figures public, war department 
officials emphasize the fact that thoy 
were not intended as a criticism of the 
guard. 


The number of discharges are about 
ten per cent, of the aggregate strength 
of the national guard. 


PEACE ÏHAl LOIRS HER 


Berlin, Sept. 12.—No peace will be 
made by Germany which will not place 
her in a better position than she occu- 
pied before the war, declared i^ng Lud- 
wig, of Bavaria, in a speech inaugurat- 
ing the new palace of justice at Nurem- 
berg, as quoted by the Overseas news 
agency.

moving forward t o occupy the first line 
positions go prepared to hold out for a t

Not only the front lines, b u t the whole 
terran in the 
rear, lie 
under 
such

heavy and unbroken fire f r o m artillery 
a n d mine throwers 
t h a t it 
is 
unsafe, 
often impossible, to go forth, even 
at 
night, to bring u p food a n d water. 
Tele- 
phonic communication w i t h 
t h e 
f r o n t 
cannot be maintained w i t h 
dependence, 
so often are the wires cut a n d so dan- 
gerous is it to repair them. 


This has led t o a 
revival 
of 
carrier 
pigeon comnmnication and the introduc- 
tion of birds for carrying messages, not 
for long distances, b u t a s the only de- 
pendable medium of communication f r o m 
the front to the rear. 
Pigeons and helio- 
graphs often bring the only assurance to 
the commanders t h a t the troops are still 
holding t h e positions. 


Cut Off for Eight Days. 


Occasionally even these fail. 
One di- 
vision which the 
correspondent 
visited 
had had no word from a company in the 
front line for eight days. 
I t w a s known 
t h a t the company w a s holding out only 
because of the fire which the British ar- 
tillery still directed on their sector of 
the front. 


I t is no longor correct t o speak of 
these lines as trenches; they usually con- 
sist only of shell craters, linked by rough 
and ready communication trenches.

Cut Off by a Terrific 
Allied Drive 
Fight at 
Savag es 


Bay as 
Battled 
in the Early Days. 


N the great allied, drive against 
the German lines, many condi- 
dltions of warfare have 
been 
met that this war did not pro- 
duce durm& its earlier stages. 
There have been conflicts the 
like 
of 
which 
had 
not 
been 
known at those battles 
where 
the Germans stormed the trench lines of the 
French and Englleh. 
Hand-to-hand 
struggles, 
where 
man 
fights man 
directly, 
personally, 
without 
the 
assistance 
of 
explosives, 
and, 
Bometlmes, without even the aid of more than 
a broken bayonet or small dagger, have been 
taking place as the' begmning of the end of each 
desperate attack. 


The Germans have been holding their posi- 
tions with mora than determined bravery. 
Not 
only are all of the forces developed oy modern 
warfare required in these engagementa, but the 
allied armies frequently find that they have to 
resort to the desperate personal bravery of the 
mediaeval ages, the primitive fighting methods 
of the Roman 
legions and 
of t h e ' untrained 
savages. 


There have been repeated over that country 
many conflicts of the style that once 
raged 
there, when British and 
French 
met 
in 
the 
days of knighthood and chivalry. 
There have 
been reproduced the sapping and mining meth- 
ods by means of whlcli the great towns once 
were carried by the Spanish in the days fol- 
lowing the destruction of their great armada by 
the English 
fleet. 
And 
the 
methods of 
de- 
fense, in many 
instances, 
have followed 
the 
lines laid down by tlie people of the Netherlands 
In the sixteenth 
century, when they 
resisted 
the forces 
of Philip under the "Bloody 
Duke 
o£ Alva" by opening the dikes and allowing the 
86*1 to have its will with the country, destroy- 
ing alike the invader and the property of the 
native.

Savage Cunning Is Used. 


T 
h e 
primitive 
and 
crafty metliods 
of 
the 
American Indian and the African savage 
have been made to meet the needs of the situa- 
tions arising. 
As Bruce fought for the liberty of 
Scotland 
with 
quick 
dashes and 
quicker 
re- 
treats, so have the remnants of .some of the 
armies held the invader at bay In the sections 
near the sea. 
All that past history could re- 
veal in the way of instructions to commanders 
and all that modern science could develop in 
the way of new death-dealing and spying in- 
•truments, has been used and proven insuffi- 
cient to answer the needs of those who are en- 
gaged in the Titanic struggle. 


There is much talk about new methods and 
new systems of attack, yet there really is but 
little difference, if one stops to examine closely. 
The main point of divergence Is in intensity, the 
modern 
battle being many times more 
hotly 
contested 
than was that of the earlier 
cen- 
turies and, too, being on a much larger scale. 


The first thing in the modern attack is the 
artillery preparation, designed to destroy 
the 
barbed wire and other entanglements that the 
enemy has prepared to guard his trenches. 
In 
the days of knighthood, the preparation for at- 
tack was a cloud of arrows shot oy the cross- 
howmen at the enemy, designed for the same 


purposes as the modern artillery oombardment 
—to kill off as many men as posstble and to 
provide cover for the advancing forces. 
During 
the religious wars which ravaged a great por- 
tion of the country now being fought over, the 
armies 
drawn 
up in battle 
array, 
especially 
those under Wallenstein and such commanders, 
were protected in front by a barricade of trees, 
with interlacing branches and trunks, 
making 
difficult passage for an attacking enemy, break- 
ing up his ranks, and leaving him open to the 
fire of the sharpshooters with their arquebuses, 
which is the same thing aa is accomplished by 
the 
pregpnt-day 
barbed 
wire 
entanglements. 
Today, men fight hand to hand with bayonets 
and daggers in the trenches, Just as the cru- 
saders wielded swords ajid spears against the 
infidels holding the Holy City from their grasp. 


In the trench lines of Belgium and 
France, 
where 
the 
English and French 
recently 
suc- 
ceeded in driving the Germans back from the 
first and second defense lines, they found some- 
thing new in the way of trench defenses. 
Pre- 
viously they had known that tho Teutons con- 
structed huge caves to connect with the trenches. 
In which they lived while an duty, 
spending 
their moments while tinder fire in the shelter of 
the dug-outs. 
Many of these caves, 
opening 
from the trench lines by a narrow 
doorway, 
broaden out into large rooms, 40 or more feet 
square, in which a large force of the enemy can 
take refuge, and it is I;, dislodging them from 
such a position that the work of the sappers 
and miners is called into play along the lines 
of primeval iightlnff. 


armies settled 
down 
to their long period of 
trench 
fighting. 
At first the trcnches 
didn't 
amount to much—they were mere 
breastworks 
from behind which one could shoot at an on- 
coming enemy. 
They were not comfortable and 
often were filled with water, and that first win- 
ter spent in the lowlands of Flanders saw many 
of .Tacob's companions die, both from the bul- 
lets of the English and Belgians and from the 
sufferings their new mode of life imposed on 
them. 


Then came the terrific preparatory bombard- 
ment by the allies. 
To his great surprise Ja- 
cob observed the barbed 
wire 
entanglements 
swept away by the storm of lead, and found it 
necessary to take shelter with his companions 
in the caves of his advanced trench. 
And when 
the khnkl-olad legions came pouring on, the re- 
sistance of this little party was but slight. 
The 
commiindinc officer, realizing at once the futll- 


Caves Hold Thirty Men. 
[ANY of these caves are not, strictly speak- 
ing. cave.s al all, but are large cellar-like 
rooms, 
excavated 
front 
tho 
earth 
and 
lined 
throughout with concrete, to make them damp- 
proof and shell-proof. 
Thirty men easily may 
take refuge in such a cave, and once there can 
withstand 
the determined attacks of almost any 
number of the enemy, because only a few of 
the attackers can get at them at one time. 
The 
length of their resistance is limited only 
by 
their powers of endurance; for, while the enemy 
can keep sending fresh men Into the cave after 
them all the time, eventually they themselves 
must become exhausted and give In from sheer 
weariness. 


But such a force, or several of them in the 
sam.e trench, holding out desperately 
against 
the attacks of the few men who can present 
themselves at the narrow openings at one tlma 
Immediately after the enemy has entered 
the 
trench, sometimes will serve to occupy the at- 
tackers for a sufficient length of time for re- 
serves to come from the rearward trenches and 
begin a counter attack, which may drive the 
in\aders back again. 
It is Just this possibility 
that keeps the sturdy, never-say-die 
Germans 


fighting 
in such a place.

Wagner's Heroism Saves Trench. 


I 
T was iiist such a success, accidentally won 
by the devotion of a sergeant, that led to 
the development of this method of warfare and 
the tale of how "Feldwebel" Jacob Wagner held 
the allies at bay for four hours and eventually 
recaptured a trench from their possession 
Is 
one of the glowing annals of the Teutonic in- 
vasion of the west. 


Wagner started in the war as a private sol- 
dier, being drafted Just like millions of others 
of his countrymen. 
He had a sort of genius for 
organization details, so the officers soon found, 
and, because of this more than for personal 
bravery or magnetism In leading men In an at- 
tack, he was chosen sergeant when a vacancy 
arose. 
Through the earlier stages of the war 
he passed without any injury other than frozen 
feet, which, for a time, threatened to invalidate 
him, but which he eventually succeeded in cur- 
ing sufficiently to permit 
him 
to remain 
In 
active service. 
He had been a brewer at Munich 
In Bavaria when the war broke out, and there 
still was his wife and little son, Fritz, watting 
for him to return home and resume his occu- 
pation, as he frequently assured them he should 
"just as soon as we have taken Paris." 


But the drive on Paris came to a stop without 
having accomplished its object, and then 
the 


ity of trying to stem that torrent, ordered his 
men hack through the communloatlon trenches 
to the main defense lines, where reseirvea would 
meet themi and where they would be able to 
turn the tide of battle.

Fierce Straggle in Cave. 


A 
n d 
then on came the enemy. 
A furious, 
hacking, 
cutting, 
unmercifully 
savage 
struggle to the death took place between In- 
vader and defender, and it must be said that 


neither side warn lacklns in valor. 
Those «nter- 
ing the vestibule knew that they advanced to 
almost certain death, for they were at a sreat 
disadvantage as compared with the defenders, 
while those standing in front of thehr comrades 
from the fatherland knew, likewise, that death 
must eventually be their lot, and that they 
were fighting solely to postpone the final mo- 
ment, almost without hope. 
In such a contes^ 
the struggles of the combatants could not but 
be tho most desperate, and It wasn't long before 
the little vestibule was packed with bodies. 


Many were killed on both sides and the at- 
tention of the Invaders was taken up mainly 
with this stubborn resistance. Twice they called 


on Jacob to surrender, but both times he re- 
fused and dared them on. 


Finally, there were but three of the defenders 
left, and jthey were fighting side by side at the 
mouth of the vestibule, Jacob in the middle, 
reslatlns to the last the desi>erate attacks of 
the BngUsh. 
Then, suddenly, Jacob could feel 
throuKh his feet the «hock of many guns being 
fired close at hand. 
At first he didn't realize 
what It was, but soon the fact that a counter 
attack was approaching was borne in on him. 
With a few muttered gutterals he, encouraged 
his companions to continue their desperate re- 
sistance and redoubled his own efforts. 
And. 
presently, the English crave way, all of a sud- 


4en. and the three Germans, following the re- 
treating invaders out of the vestibule of thetr 
cave, saw the steel helmets of the reserve forcea 
entering the retaken trench as the khaki uni- 
forms hastened away In the other direction. 


Springing forth, closely followed by the two 
other survivers. Jacob grabbed up a new gua 
and a supply of cartridges and took up his cus- 
tomary trench position, IMng at the retreating 
enemy. 
Several times he pulled the trigger, 
paused to note the effect o{ his shot, then put 
the gun to his shoulder again. 
Then, aa he waa 
sighting carefully along the barrel of his gun, 
suddenly he fell backwards, and lay still in ths 
bottom of the trench—a bullet had pierced ths 
center of his forehead.

Explorer Anderson 
Pre- 
pares a Report to Cana- 
dian Government. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 12.---The seven 
members of the party of Dr. Rudolph 
Anderson, commander of the southern 
branch of the Stefansson Canadian expe- 
dition into the far north, will leave 
Seattle where they arrived yesterday., 
for Ottawa in a few days to make re- 
ports to the Canadian government. They 
will report, Dr. Anderson said, many 
interesting discoveries including finding 
of great quantities of copper, new spe- 
cies of small mammals and perhaps new 
species of flowers. 
Stefansson, it was 
reported, was believed to be wntinuing 
his explorations north of Prince Pat- 
rick island. Discussing today the work 
of the party. Dr. Anderson said: 


"We were instructed to survey the 
copper 
deposits 
already 
known 
and 
seek new ones. 
Every explorer from 
the earliest times had noted that the 
Eskimos east of the Mackenzie used 
knives, spearheads and other weapons 
and utensils 
hammered from copper. 
We found on Coronation gulf and Bath- 
urst inlet vast deposits of copper of 
low 
grade. 
Geologist 
O'Neill 
took 
many samples of rock, which will be 
assayed. He also made many estimates 
of ore in sight. 
This information is 
for the Canadians and not to be pub- 
lished by us. 


"Our headquarters were on the south 
side of Dolphin 
and 
Union 
straits, 
which run out of the west end of the 
Coronation gulf. 
We took from our 
vessels enough lumber to build a house. 
Along the beaches we 
found 
nearly 
enough driftwood to keep us in fuel., 
but we also used coal that we took 
north with us. 
Ther is workable coal 
within ten miles of Franklin bay, on 
the Arctic. 


"The Eskimos east of the Mackenzie 
are abandoning their copper and stone 
weapons and 
buying 
guns 
whenever 
they get a chance. Lately the Eskimos 
and Indians have 
been 
meeting at 
Great Bear lake and trading and they 
have found this intercourse highly prof- 
itable to both sides, although formerly 
the Eskimos and Indians avoided one 
another. 
The Indians exchange ammu- 
nition, guns "Jid other goods for fox 
skins and musk ox hides. 


"The expedition we regard as having 
accomplished its purpose." 


H E R E ' S W l E l O S 
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March from San Antonio to 
Austin to Be Biggest 
Army Stunt. 


Ran Antonio, Tex., Sept.^12.—Automo- 
bilists and others who wish to travel 
between Ran .\ntonio and Austin on any 
of the eight days beginning Raturday, 
September 16. would do well to keep off 
the route selected by General Funston 
for the big divisional "hike," accordinr; 
to a warning sent out from the south- 
em department headquarters today. 


The marching national guardsmen and 
regulars will form a column ten or 
twelve miles in length and vehicles will 
have a hard time passing it. 


Reveral features will distinguish the 
"hike" from any other practice stunt in 
American army history. 
It will be the 
biggest on record, with 6.53 officers, 1.3,- 
410 enli.sted men and 5,750 animals tak- 
ing part. 
For the first time motor 
transj»ortation will be used to supply 
an army division. 
For the first time 
since the civil war a division will move 
with complete divisional train equip- 
ment. 


War Plan to Be Used. 


Five motor trucks, a total of 175 ma- 
chines, will form the divisional trains. 
Two companies will make up the sup- 
ply train, two companies the ammuni- 
tion train and one company the engi- 
neers' train. 
The supply problem will 
be handled along lines worked out by 
the Eiiropean combatants. 
Ran Anto- 
nio will be the base and throughout tho 
83-mile march to Austin, the three days' 
stay there and the eight-days' return 
trip, the trucks will journey back to 
Ran Antonio for 
all 
supplies 
except 
wood, water and hay. 


Troops taking part in the hike will 
be the First, Second and Third Wiscon- 
sin Infantry; First and Second Kansas 
Infantry; Third, Fourth, Seventh and 
Eighth 
Illinois 
Infantry; 
Seventh 
United States Field Artillery; First Il- 
linois Field Artillery; Wisconsin bat- 
tery 
of 
artiUery; 
Sixteenth 
United 
States Cavalry and a Wisconsin troop; 
an engineers' battalion, including Texas 
engineers' Company A and Dlinois Com- 
pany A; Illinois, Missouri and Kansas 
signal companies, field hospital and am- 
bulance companies of the United States 
army and Ilinois and Wisconsin guards. 
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Chicago Woman Held for 
Murder Once a Milliner 
at Mishawaka. 


Chicago, Sept. 12.—Mrs. Iva Barnes, 
who confessed she shot her husband, 
James R. Barnes, to death in Washing- 
ton park, will not be prosecuted by a 
woman lawyer.

"Under no circumstances," said Mr. 
Hoyne, "will I consider employing a 
woman 
attorney 
to 
prosecute 
Airs. 
Barnes. I do not obect to womjen law- 
yers or women prosecutors, but the em- 
ployment of a special prosecutor weak- 
ens the state's chances for obtaining a 
conviction in aijy case. 
The jury usu- 
ally thinks the defendant is being per- 
secuted. 


"I will bring Mrs. Barnes to trial as 
soon as possible. But I think it will be 
difficult to convict her. 
She has repu- 
diated her original confession. 
She can 
tell her own story and there will be no 
witnesses to contradict her." 


The grand jury returned an indict- 
ment for murder against Mrs. Barnes. 
Application for bail, made by her attor- 
neys, Edward S. Day and George H. 
Guenther, was continued until Sept. 18. 
It was announced Mrs. Barnes would 
fight the charge against her cn the 
grounds that she shot in self-defense. 


Youth Who Got Cigaret Case. 


The police learned the identity of the 
young man to whom Mrs. Barnes is said 
to have given a cigaret case which cost 
$100. 
He is Murray Sheldon, and his 
home is near Thirty-first street and In- 
diana avenue. 
His mother and Mrs. 
Barnes, it is said, had been close friends 
and Mrs. Barnes met the young man on 
her frequent visits to his mother. 
Mur- 
ray, it is said, has gone out of town. 
His identity was established by detect- 
ives hired by Mr. Barnes to get evidence 
to be used in his suit for divorce. 


In investigating Mrs. Barnes' firet 
marriage a detective in the employ of 
Joseph Biu-res, who represented 
Mr. 
Barnes, went to Mishawaka, Ind., and 
made this report: 


"I learned from Ralph Jemigan, 115 
South Main street, that Mrs. Barnes 
secured a divorce from Fred Warren he- 
fore Judge Pimk in the circuit court at 
South Bend Jan. 28, 1907. 


"Mrs. Barnes was a milliner in Mish- 
awaka, and she went to a milliners' con- 
vention in Grand Rapids. There she met 
Warren, who was a showman. 
There 
was a party of four. 
The other couple 
dared Warren and Mrs. Barnes—then 
Iva Williams—to get married. 
They 
did so. 


"On the honeymoon Warren forged 
some checks and was convicted and sent 
to the penitentiary. 
Mrs. Warren went 
to .Ternigan and discussed the divorcc 
matters.

in 
prison 
and 
he 
signed

There was no panic among: the 153 
passengers. 
Smoke seeping up through 
the state rooni.s aroused many who were 
asleop and brought all on deck. 
They 
were told to make ready to leave the 
ship should it become necessary and life 
boats wore uncovered. Ijater, when im- 
mediate danger was passed, coffee was 
served the passengers on deck.

ish torpedo boat which held up and ex- 
amined the Philippine steamer Cebu

Philippines was reported to the war 
department today by Governor General 
Harrison. 


The dispatch was immediately trans- 


mitted to the state department and 
will be made the subject ot a vigorous 
protest to Great Britain. 


Offense Was Flagrant. 


The incident occurred yesterday one 


mile and a half oft Cara.bao island. 
According to the report of the steam- 
er's master. Lieutenant Bailes, com- 
manding, H. M. S. destroyer No. 2, 
boarded the Cebu, made inquiries about 
her passengers and took both the ship's 
manifest and her passenger list. Ap- 
parently the officer was searching for 
a man named Bady, who was not 
tound. 


On releasing the Cebu. the lieutenant 


made this note on her log: 
"Boarded 


at. 3:50 a. m. 9-11-16 examined and 
passed."

The heavy attacks made by the 


Anglo-French forces which net- 
ted them important gains along 
the Somme front in northern 
France last week, have been sus- 
pended, the allies being appar- 
ently contented, for the present 
at least, with holding the ground 
won against German counter at- 
tacks. 
No important infantry 


operations are chronicled today. 


In Macedonia the Bulgarians 


are reported to have evacuated 
the forts at Kavala which they 
occupied last month when they 
pushed their left flank forward 
to the Aegan coast. Guns of al- 
lied warships now dominate Ka- 
vala, rendering the forts useless 
to the Bulgarians, who are said 
to have turned them over to the 
Greeks. 


London dispatches indicate a 


growing belief that Greece may 
shortly be found actively on the 
side of the entente allies in the 
Balkan campaign. 
Should she 


enter the war, however, she will 
do so, it is saic\ without the 
guarantees of territorial advan- 
tages offered her in the past. 


Reports from the Macedonian 


front today point more strongly 
than ever to the probability that 
the prloent thrust of the entente 
forces may be the long expected 
general offensive movement from 
this base. Of the armies of five 
nations assembled on this front,

New York, Sept. 12.—Nathan 


Straus, who, for 
twenty-five 


years, has been giving pasteur- 
ized milk daily to some 2,500 ba- 
bies in New York, made public 
today a letter he had written to 
Surgeon General Rupert Blue in 
which he declares that nons of 
the children fed by his milk 
depots has contracted infantile 
paralysis. 


"The condition of these ba- 


bies," said Mr. Straus, "is in no 
way cnfferent from other babies 
in this city except that they re- 
ceive milk that has bean made 
safe by killing the germs likely 
to be found in raw milk."

weeks it lias been a foregone conclusion that regardless of 


what happened at the state election in Maine this week, the winners 
of that contest would gleefully point to the majority as an unerring 
indication of what is going to happen nationally in Novemher. By 
the same token it was equally certain that the party which lost would 
have no difficulty in deducing the conclusion that it didn't signify, 
and that the state issues on which the contest was waged could have 
no possible relation to the larger affair at the polls now less than 
two months distant. That is precisely the situation which now fol- 
lows the count of the ballots in the Pine Tree state, yet the majority is 
relatively so small that it can scarcely afford substantial satisfaction 
to the victors or occasion especial discouragement to the losers. 


On the basis of incomplete but apparently trustworthy returns, 


the republicans have carried Maine by a plurality of some 13,000 
votes, electing the governor, two United States senators, four repre- 
sentatives in congress and candidates on their state ticket. The re- 
sult is, of course, amply decisive so far as it relates to the affairs of 
Maine itself, but before one accepts it in a barometric way as in- 
dicative of the national result in November, it must be considered in 
connection with Maine's previous performances. Going back sixteen 
years, Maine in 1900 gave a republican presidential majority of 28,613. 
Tour years later it swelled this total to 36,807. In 1908 the repub- 
licans carried the state by 31,584, while four years ago it gave the 
republican nominee for governor a plurality of 3,295, and two months

and human flesh. 


But they declare that these successes

army, by virtue of its trained general 
staff and veteran company of regimental 
officers, is enormously superior to the 
hastily raised British levies. The French 
army they consider well officered and 
well trained.

allied attack Sunday and Monday is de- 
scribed by soldiers and French civilians 
who heard or saw it from points behind 
the lines as the moat stupendous of the 
campaign.

H DEATH GRIPwmmtTnENCH CAVE-MEN 


Twenty-Four Germans 
Cut Off by a Terrific 
Allied Drive 
Fight at Bay as 
Savages Battled 
in the Early Days. 


<f the great allied'drive against 
the German lines, many condl- 
ditlons of warfare have been 
met that this war did not; pro- 
duce during its earlier stages. 
There have been conflicts tho 
like of which had not been 
known at those battles where 


the Germans stormed the trench lines of tha 
French and English. Hand-to-hand 
struggles, 


where man fights man directly, personally, 
without the assistance 
of 
explosives, 
and, 


sometimes, without even the aid of more than 
a; broken bayonet or small dagger, have been 
talcing place ai the'beginning of the end of each 
desperate attack. 
-The Germans have been holding their posi- 
tions with more than determined bravery. Not 
only are all of the forces developed by modern 
warfare required In these engagements, but tho 
allied armies frequently find that they have to 
resort to tho desperate personal bravery of tha 
mediaeval ages, the primitive fighting methods 
of the Roman legions and of the untrained 
eavages. 


,There have been repeated over that country 


many conflicts of the style that once raged 
there, when British and French met In tho 
days of knighthood and chivalry. 
There have 


been reproduced tho sapping and mining meth- 
ods by means of which the great towns once 
were carried by the Spajxish in the days fol- 
lowing the destruction of tholr great armada by 
tho English fleet. And the methods of de- 
fense, In many Instances, have followed the 
lines laid down by the people of tho Netherlands 
In the sixteenth century, when thoy resisted 
the forces of Philip under the "Bloody DuJ-^> 
of Alva" by opening the dikos and allowing the 
tea to have its will with the country, flcstroy- 
ing alike the invader and the property of tho 


purposes as the modern artillery bombardment 
—to kill off as many mon as possible and to 
provide cover for the advancing forces. During 
the religions wars which ravaged a great por- 
tion of the country now being fought over, the 
armies drawn up in battle array, especially 
those under Wollenstein and such commanders, 
were protected in front by a barricade of trees, 
with interlacing branches and trunks, making 
difficult passage for an attacking enemy, break- 
Ing up his ranks, and leaving him open to the 
fire of the sharpshooters with their arquebuses, 
which Is the same thing as is accomplished by 
the present-day barbed wire entanglements. 
Today, men fight hand to hand with bayonets 
and daggers in the trenches, Just as the cru- 
saders wielded swords and spears against the 
infidels holding the Holy City from their grasp. 


In the trench lines of Belgium and France, 


where the English and French recently suc- 
ceeded in driving the Germans back from tha 
first and second defense lines, they found some- 
thing new In the way of trench defenses. Pre- 
viously they had known that the Teutons con- 
structed huge caves to connect with the trenches, 
in which thoy lived while on duty, spending 
their moments while under fire in the shelter of 
the dug-outs. 
Many of these caves, opening 


from the trench lines by a narrow doorway, 
broaden out into large rooms, 40 or more feet 
square, in which a large force of the enemy can 
take refuge, and it is i;. dislodging them from 
such a position that the work of the sappers 
and miners is called into play along the lines 
of primeval fightlnfi- 


armieB settled down to their long period of 
trench righting. 
At first tho trenched didn't 


amount to much—they wore mere breastworks 
from behind which one could shoot at an on- 
coming enemy. They were not comfortable find 
often were filled with water, and that first win- 
tor spent In the lowlands of Flanders saw many 
of Jacob's companions die, both from the bul- 
lets of the English and Belgians and from the 
sufferings their new mode of life impoeed on 
them. 


Then came the terrific preparatory bombard- 


ment by the allies. To his groat surprise Ja- 
cob observed the barbed wire entanglements 
swept away by the storm of lead, and found It 
necessary to take shelter with his companions 
in the caves of his advanced trench. And when 
the khaki-clad legions came pouring on, the re- 
sistance of this little party was but slight. The 
commanding officer, realizing at once the futil-

ANY of these caves are not, strictly speak- 


ing, caves at all, but are large cellar-like 


rooms, excavated from -the earth and lined 
throughout with concrete, to make them damp- 
proof and shell-proof. Thirty men easily may 
take refuge in such a cave, and once there can 
withstand the determined attacks of almost any 
number of the enemy, because only a few of 
' the attackers can get at them at one time. The 
length of their resistance is limited only by 
their powers of endurance; for, while the enemy 
can keep sending fresh men into the cave after 
them ail the time, eventually they themselves 
must become exhausted and give In from shear 
weariness. 


But such a force, or several of them In the 


same trench, holding out desperately against 
the attacks of the few men who can present 
themselves at the narrow openings at one Urn" 
immediately after the enemy has entered tho 
trench, sometimes will serve to occupy the at- 
tackers for a sufficient length of time for re- 
serves to come from the rearward trenches and 
begin a counter attack, which may drive the 
Invaders back arjain. It Is just this possibility 
that keeps the sturdy, never-say-dle Germans 
fighting in such a place.

HE primitive and crafty methods of the 


American Indian and the African savage 


have been made to meet the needs of the situa- 
tions arising. As Bruce fought for the liberty of 
Scotland with quick dashes and quicker re- 
treats, so have the remnants of some of the 
armies held the invader at bay in the sections 
near the sea. All that past history could re- 
veal In the way of Instructions'to commanders 
and all that modern science could develop in 
the way of new death-dealing and spying in- 
«truments, has been used and proven Insuffi- 
cient to answer the needs of those who are en- 
gaged In the Titanic struggle. 


There Is much talk about new methods and 


new systems of attack, yet there really is but 
little difference, if one s'tops to examine closely. 
The main point of divergence Is In Intensity, the 
modern battle being many times more hotly 
contested than was that of the earlier cen- 
turies and. too, being on a much larger scale. 


The first thing in the modern attack is the

Wagner's Heroism Saves Trench.

T was just such a success, accidentally won 


by the devotion of a sergeant, that led to 


the development of this method of warfare and 
the t;i!n of how "Fcldwchcl" Jacob Wagner held 
tho'allies at bay for four hours and eventually 
recaptured a trench from their possession In 
one of tho glowing annals of the Teutonic In- 
vasion of the west. 


Wagner started in the war as a private sol- 


dier, being drafted just like millions of others 
of his countrymen. He had a sort of genius for 
organisation details, so tho officers soon found. 
i>nd. because of this more than for personal 
bravery or magnetism In leading men in an at- 
tack, he was chosen sergeant when a vacancy 
arose. Through the earlier stages of the war 
he passed without any injury other than frozen 
feet, which, for a time, threatened to invalidate 
him, hut which he eventually succeeded in cur- 
ing sufficiently to permit him to remain In 
active service. He had been a brewer at Munich 
In Bavaria when the war broke out, and there 
still was his wife nnd little »jn, Fritz, waiting 
for him to return home and resume his occu- 
pation, as "ne frequently assure'! them he should 
"just as soon as wo have taken Paris." 


But the drive or. Paris came to a stop without, 


having accomplished its object, and then tho

neither side was ticking In valor. Those enter-

almost certain death, for they -were at a great 
disadvantage OB compared with tho defenders, 
while those standing In front of their comrades 
from the fatherland knew, likewise, that death 
must eventually be their lot, and that they

ment, almost without hope. In snch a contest 
the struggles of the combatants could not but 
be the most desperate, and it wasn't long before 
the little vestibule was packed with bodies.

Then, suddenly, Jacob could feel 
through his feet the shock of many guns being 
fired close at hand. At first he didn't realize 
•what It was. but soon tho fact that a counter 
attack was approaching was borne In on him. 
With a few muttered gutterals ho encouraged 
his companions to continue their desperate re- 
sistance and redoubled his own efforts. 
And, 


presently, tho English gave way. all of a sud- 


•en, and tha three Germans, following thu re- 
treating invaders out of tho vestibule of their 
cave, sa-iv the stee) helmets of tho reserve force* 
entering the retaken trench as the khaki uni- 
forms hastened away In the other direction. 


Springing forth, closely followed by ths two 


other survivors, Jacob grabbed up a new gun 
and a supply of cartridges and took up.hls cus- 
tomary trench position, firing at the retreating 
enemy. 
Several times he pulled the trigger, 


paused to note the effect of hie shot, then put 
the gun to his shoulder again. Then, as he was 
sighting carefully along the barrel of his gun, 
suddenly he fell backwards, and lay still In tha 
bottom of the trench—a bullet had pierced the 
center of his forehead. 


But tho lesson of this defense did not dl» 


with the heroic sergeant It was preserved In 
•ho official report of the day and :-.as since been 
tho means of similarly successful resistance to 
the allied drive, ar.3 of causing grer" 
ancc and delay to the advancing r.rr
